Declines to Charge Him With 
Libel for Tale That Macrery

The grand jury refused twice ves- 
terday to indict Edward V. Broder- 
ick, an attorney of 29 Broadway, for 
his charge that City Magistrate An- 
drew B. Macrery, who died on Aug. 
21, had been beaten to death because 
he failed to complete a payment of 
$30,000 for his reappointment to the 
bench. 

Assistant District Attorney Harold 
W. Hastings asked the jurors to in- 
dict Broderick under Section 1352 of 
the penal code, which deals with 
furnishing libelous matter to news- 
papers. The grand jury voted against 
the accusation and when Mr. Hast- 
ings asked the jurors to take a sec 
ond vote the conclusion was the 
same. | 

The Assistant Prosecutor then haled 
the grand jury before General Ses- 
sions Judge Max S. Levine. He asked 
the judge to instruct the members of 
the jury in the law and request them | 
to reconsider. Judge Levine talked 
to John C. McCall, the foreman, who 
said that the grand jury opposed the 
indictment. The judge told Mr. 
Hastings that he would not interfere 
and he marked the indictment, which 
had been prepared in advance, *“*dis- 
missed.”’ 

Broderick Reiterates Charge. 


Mr. Broderick appeared at the 
Criminal Courts Building in fight- 
ing mood. He reiterated his charge 
of beating, re-emphasized the fact 
that the magistrate had been in the | 
company of City Appraiser Andrew 
Keating and Herman Bitterman, al 
real estate operator, just before his | 
death, and said that if he had to do 
so he would prove his charges.

Noted Artist in Bronze Had 
Been Ailing Since He Took 
Poison Last May.

But Friend Says His Body Was 
Taken From Bay Off Gover- 
nors Island on Monday. 


A bare announcement of the sud- 
den death last Monday of Edmond 
T. Quinn, a foremost 
sculptor who attempted suicide by 
poison on May 11, was made last 
night by Mrs. Emily Bradley Quinn, 
his widow. At the same time that 
announcement of the death was tele- 
to newspapers Mrs. Quinn 
also notified her mother, Mrs. Emily 
Bradley, at Newport, R. I., of the 
death of her husband on Monday. 

The exact circumstances of the 
aculptor’s death were not made pub- 
lie nor were they told to her, 
Mrs. Bradley said, when reached at 
Newport by telephone last night. 


Drowning Is Rumored. 


A man who refused to give his 
name but said he was a “friend of 
the family"’ said at the Quinn studio 
in 207 East Sixty-first Street last 
night that Mr. Quinn had been miss- 
ing from home since Monday and 
that his body had been found float- 
ing in New York Bay in the vicinity 
of Governors Island yesterday after- 
noon. 

The body was taken to the city 
morgue at Bellevue, he said, and 
there identified by Mrs. Quinn last 
night. 

He added that Mr. Quinn had been 
under the care of three physicians 
since his attempted suicide last May 
and had not completely recovered in 
health and spirits. 

At the Morgue, however, attendants 
said that no identification had been 
made for Edmond Quinn and that 
they had received no body answering 


|} to Mr. Quinn's description. 


The one unidentified man’s body in 
the morgue, they said, was that of a 
man weighing more than 200 pounds, 
clean shaven and of fair complexion. 
It was picked up in New York Bay 
at about 6 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon and no calls had been made up 
to midnight last night for the pur- 
pose of idendifying it.

University. 

At that time he drank oxalic acid 
salts dissolved in wood alcohol.

METAL AIRSHIP ENDS 
TRIP FROM DETROIT 


Dirigible Reaches Lakehurst 
After Flight Through Strong 
Headwinds, 


PUZZLING HOLES IN CRAFT 


Experts Unable to Determine Cause 
—Pilot Gets Aid for Victim of 


Runaway Horses. 


Special to The New York Times. 
LAKEHURST, N. J., Sept. 12.— 
The all-metal dirigible ZMC-2, which 
thrilled lighter-than-air enthusiasts 
at its first test flights at Detroit 
last month, made its first cross- 


country voyage last night from that 
city and was delivered to the Naval 
Air Station here for the use of the 
navy today. 

The little stubby airship, already 
dubbed the ‘“‘Tin Bubble’’ by the 
naval men, came through strong 
head winds of thirty miles an hour 
most of the way, Captain William 
Kepner, U. S. A., its pilot, said, and 
averaged more than forty miles an 
hour for the distance. 

When the ship arrived, the huge 
hangar was vacant, the three other 
ships of the station being all out on 
training trips. It was warped into 
the place formerly occupied by the 
ill-fated Shenandoah and as it was 
being tied down was heard to crackle. 
Some one noticed two small holes in 
the envelope near the tail surfaces. 
On first inspection it was believed 
that the ship had been fired upon 
in the same manner as were the Los 
Angeles and the Graf Zeppelin on 
recent trips, but a closer inspection 
of the holes showed them to be due 
to some other cause. Authorities 
said that 
metal might have been responsible 
for them, and ordered the airship 
temporarily repaired in order to con- 
serve the supply of helium gas in 
the ship. 

Ralph Upson, designer of the craft, 
said that the holes must have been 
there before landing, as the ship was 
600 pounds light when it was pulled 
down. He said this was added proof 
of the practicability of the airship, 
supporting his assertion that the 
craft would not fall if fired upon and 
hit, 


To Be Tested Soon. 


The ship has a capacity of 200,000 
cubic feet of helium gas and is pow- 
ered by two Wright Whirlwind mo- 
tors. It can carry a crew of four, 
with 1,000 pounds of provisions or 
ammunition, and has acruising range 
ot 1,200 miles with full load. It is to 
be tested by the officials of the 
lighter-than-air division of the Naval 
Air Service within the next few days, 
and if the tests are passed the little 
craft will be added to the dirigible 
fleet headed by the Los Angeles. 

The entire ship is made of a new 
alloy called alclad, a base of du- 
ralumin coated with a thin layer of 
nickel steel. It is the first such 
vehicle to be built successfully, and 
larger models are now being planned, 
the builders said. 

Captain Kepner, Lieutenant H. J. 
Duggan, VU. S. N., 
Joseph Bishop made the flight from 
Detroit. They said they left Grosse 
|Ile Airport at 10 o’clock last night 
before a crowd of 5,000. They sailed 
over the route of the night air mail 
planes through perfect weather with 
the exception of strong headwinds, 
they said, and left the air mail track 
|to pass through the Delaware Water 
Gap to Lakehurst. Captain Kepner 
is a veteran army balloon pilot and 
is said to have flown every large air- 
ship ever in this country with the 
exception of the Graf Zeppelin.

7,000-Mile Trip to Start New 
Air Service Will Cover Route 
of Good-Will Flight.

Less than two years after his mem- 
orable good-will tour of Latin Amer- 
ica, Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
will make the same trip accompanied 
by Mrs. Lindbergh, it was an- 
Starting Sept. 
20 from Miami, he will establish com- | 
mercial service over more than half | 
the route and mark a trail for air 
service over the rest. The original 
schedule as far as Paramaribo, Dutch 
Guiana, has been extended to include 
the reverse trip of 1928, it was an- 
nounced by Pan-American Airways. 
The loop, more than 7,000 miles in 
perimeter, has never been flown in 
its entirety by any other pilot, and 
passes over sixteen nations. 

The purpose of the extension is to 
make final tests and inspection of 
the new two-way system of radio 
communication installed between 
planes in flight and eighteen ground 
stations now established over the 
routes of the Pan-American Air- 
ways, to which he is_ technical 
adviser. 

If the inspection of the radio and 
passenger facilities between Miami 
and Cristobal, C. Z., are deemed ade- 
quate by Colonel Lindbergh to in- 
sure satety for passengers, he will 
set a date on his return for the in- 
auguration of such service over the 
portion of the route on which he in- 


augurated air mail service Feb. 4 
last. 

Colonel and Mrs. Lindbergh, ac- 
companied by officials of the Pan- 
American lines will take the regular 
mail plane as far as San Juan, P. R., 
where they will transfer to a Sikor- 
sky Wasp-powered amphibian for 
the flight through the Virgin Islands 
to Paramaribo. From there they will 
fly along the north coastline of South 
America, stopping some time in 
Venezuela. There Colonel Lindbergh 
wil confer with the new President, 
Dr. Juan Bautista Perez, with refer- 
ence to establishing airlines through 
that country to form a shuttle link 
between the two lines on either side 
of the southern continent. 

Leaving Maracay, Venezuela, the 
party will continue northward as fai 
as Cristobal, Canal Zone, the main 
transfer point on the operating line 
along the west coast. From Cristo- 
bal back to Miami, via Havana, the 
route will be inspected for the pro 
posed passenger service. 

The arrival of the air mail in Para 
maribo on Sept. 24 will mark the 
completion of the first trunk line by 
sir connecting North America with 
the Latin American countries along 
the east coast. The new service will 
take three and a half days from end 
to end and will clip ten days from 
the best previous time by steamer 
between the Guianas and the Unitea 
States. 


FLIER TELLS HOW FOG 
_BALKED SWEDISH PLANE 


| Sverige Radio Operator Comes 
Here From Greenland to Take 
Boat for Home. 


Consistent bad weather, fog belts, 
defective motors and the lack of me- 
teorological stations in the Labrador 
region were the reasons for the 
failure of the Stockholm-to-New- 
York flight, according to Robert W. 
Ljunglund, radio operator of the 
Swedish seaplane Sverige, who ar- 
rived in New York yesterday from 
Ivigtut, Greenland. 

Captain Albin Ahrenberg, the lead- 
er of the flight, and Lieutenant Axel 
Floden left Greenland on Aug. 22 for 
Sweden by steamship after five futile 
attempts to fly through the fog 
banks between Greenland and Lab- 
rador. Mr. Ljunglund, who deliv- 
ered some parcels and letters at 
Philadelphia, will return on the liner 
Gripsholm and will resume his work 
as radio operator for the Aerotrans- 
port of Sweden upon his arrival) 
there. 

The tribulations of the Sverige, 
| which started from Stockholm on 
| June 9 bound for New York via Ber- 
|gen, Norway; Iceland, Greenland and | 
| Anticosti Island, were related by Mr. 
Ljunglund who, however, held that 
the flight was far from a complete 
failure. The experiences and obser- 
vations made during the flight, in- 
tended to prove that a commercial 
| route could be established, will be of 
great value to others who wish to 
make the same experiment under 
more favorable conditions, he said. 

The first motor, as well as the sec- 
ond, shipped to Reykjavik from the 
Junkers works at Dessau, Germany, 
will be thoroughly examined in 
Sweden, said Mr. Ljunglund. It was 
on account of engine trouble that the 
first forced landing was made off the 
coast of Iceland. The aviators had 
seen lakes inland, but on approach- 
ing they found that they were dried 
up, and the seaplane had to turn out 
to sea again. The flight from Ice- 
land to Greenland, beginning under 
ideal weather conditions, ended with 
near-disaster. A terrific wind from 
the mountains forced the plane down 
700 meters, and they were only fifty 
meters above water when Captain 
Abeenbers was able to right the 
plane, and continue to Ivigtut. 

From there they made five at- 
tempts to reach the Labrador coast, 
and in each case weather conditions 
were so bad that they were driven 
back. Weather reports and forecasts 
from Toronto, were too old by the 
time they were received at Ivigtut, |

Ratgers Dean Declares Experts 
Dominate Life So Entirely Ordi- 
nary Man May Sink to Serfdom.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Sept. 
If democracy is to be saved the 
ordinary man must be taught at 
least the elements of those sciences 
which are transforming the world 
about him or sink to a virtual serf- 
dom, according to Dr. Walter T. 
Marvin, dean of the College of Arts 
and Sciences of Rutgers University, 
who addressed 200 representatives of

New Jersey industries here today. 
He was one of the speakers at the 
industrial extension conference held 
by the Rutgers University extension 
division. 

Dr. Marvin said that science was 
old but that applied science was new, 
and had brought into existence a 


new type of man, the expert. 

“This world of the expert creates a 
new and profound social problem,” 
he said.

Only the expert is competent to 
make great decisions and we have to} 
turn over to him the guidance of 
most of our affairs.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—In a 
note from C. T. Wang, the Chinese 
Nationalist Foreign Minister, re-| 
ceived’ at the State Department to-| 
day, the United States is requested | 
‘‘to enter into immediate discussions | 
with authorized representatives of 
the Chinese Government for making 
the necessary arrangement whereby 
extraterritoriality in China will be 
abolished to the mutual satisfaction | 
of both governments.”’ i 

The note, sent Sept. 5 to Minister | 
MacMurray at Peking, was @ reply | 
to a communication from the Ameri- 
can Government, Aug. 10, which 
failed to accede to the suggestion of | 


the Chinese Foreign Minister in a 
note on April 27, in which he asked | 
that the extraterritorial rights be) 
“removed at the earliest possible! 
date.”’ | 

Instead, the American note of Aug. 
1. stood on the report of the extra-| 
territoriality commisison, which met 
in Peking in 1926, to the effect that 
the rights could be relinquished only | 
gradually, as China modernized and | 
extended its court procedure and in 
other ways assured proper safeguards | 
for foreign lives and property. 

The Chinese note was given out by 


It read as follows: . 

Mr. Minister: I have the honor 
to acknowledge the receipt of your 
Excellency’s note of Aug. 10, in 
which you are good enough to 
transmit to me the views of your 
government in regard to the re- 
quest of the Chinese Government 
contained in my note of April 27 
for the removal of restrictions on 
Chinese jurisdictional sovereignty. 


Finds Attitude Sympathetic. 


The Chinese Government is 
pleased to be reminded by the 
American Government that it has 


for some time past given constant 
and sympathetic consideration to 
the national aspirations of the peo- 
ple of China and that it has re- 
peatedly given concrete evidence 
of its desire to promote the reason 
of those aspirations. 

The traditional friendship between 
China and America has not only a 
common material basis, but is also 
deeply rooted in the idealism which 
is common to the Chinese and the 
American peoples. The American 
people with their love of liberty, 
zeal for justice, their desire to fur- 
ther the advance of civilization and | 
their sympathy for the aspirgtion 
of nations in their spiritual rebirth, 
all of which reveals unmistakably 
the liberal attitude of the American 
mind, have aroused the admiration 
and won the love of the Chinese 
people. 

This idealism has manifested it- 
self in the abolition of slavery, the 
growth of democracy and the én- 
deavor to establish a régime of uni- 
versal peace which has given a new 
hope to the human race. | 


Basis of Friendship. 


Tt is this idealism that accounts 
for the steadfastness of the Ameri- 


can Government and people in 
their friendship for China through 
all the vicissitudes of her fortune. 
It is again this idealism that has 
prompted the American Govern- 
ment to give sympathetic consider- 
ation to the desire of the Chinece 
Government in connection with the 
question of the jurisdiction, and to 
decide to enter into negotiations 
for the devising of a method lead- 
ing to the eventual abolition of ex- 
traterritorial privileges. 

It seems to me, however, from a 
careful consideration of your note, | 
that the American Government is 
not yet free from misgivings as to 
the safety of American life and 
property after the abolition of ex- 
traterritorialty. 

The American Government is un- 
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ae measure in all matters re- 
ating to the redress of wrongs. 

In your note under acknowledg- 
ment reference is made to the re- 
port of the commission on extra- 
territoriality, submitted to the in- 
terested governments pursuant to a 
resolution adopted at the Washing- 
ton conference. 

The American Government must 
be aware of the fact that since the 
completion of that report condi- 
tions have changed and in particu- 
lar the political and judicial sys- 
tems have assumed a new aspect. 
To pass judgment on the present 
state of laws and judicial adminis- 
tration in China in the light of 
what is contained in the report of 
1926 is doing, no justice to the 
steadfast policy of the National 
Government. 

At this point it may be worth 
while to recall the circumstances 
under which the American Gov- 
ernment renounced its rights un- 
der the capitulations with Turkey. 

The Chinese judicial system, it 
will be admitted, does not suffer in 
the least in comparison with that 
of Turkey at the time of the aboli- 
tion of the capitulations, and yet 
the American Government, realiz- 
ing that the Turkish people, with 
legitimate aspirations and under 
the guidance of a new and strong 
government, could accomplish 
great things in a short space of 
time, had the wisdom and fore- 
sight to relinquish its special priv- 
ileges similar to those enjoyed 
hitherto by its nation In China, and 
had had the satisfaction to find 


that the life and property of Amer- | 


ican citizens in Turkey have sub- 
sequently received full and ade- 
quate protection. 


Refers to Other Treaties. 


The American Government, which 
did full justice to the Turkish peo- 
ple in the matter of jurisdiction 
without any apprehension and with 
satisfactory results. will no doubt 
solve the problem of extraterri- 
toriality in China in the same 
friendly and sympathetic spirit. 

It has been perhaps brought to 
the knowledge of the American 
Government that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has recently concluded 
treaties with several ofher powers, 
which have agreed to relinquish 


extraterritorial privileges on Jan. 
1, 1980. 

If it had appeared to the govern- 
ments of those powers as it ap- 
pears to the American Govern- 
ment, that there did not yet exist 
in this country a judiciary capable 
of rendering justice to their na- 
tionals and body of laws adequate 
to give protection to their lives and 
property, they would certainly have 
refused to give up their privileged 
position and enter into the agree- 
ments they have made. 

Now that many of the powers 
which participated in the discus- 
sions of extraterritoriality at the 
Washington conference have al- 
ready shown by an overt act that 
tbe svstem has outlived its usefu'- 
ness and should be replaced by one 
in harmony with the actual state 
of things, there is nu reason why 
the United States, upon which fell 
the honor of guiding the labors of 
that conference, should not act in 
unison with these powers, thus re- 
moving the difficulty which the 
Chinese Government might other- 
wise encounter in extending juris- 
diction over all foreign nations. 

It is the hope of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment that whatever misgiving 
and apprehension the American 
Government may have considering 
the subject under discussion will be 
now dispelled, and that in the fur- 
ther examinations of this subject it 
will be actuated by much weightier 
considerations: namely, the en- 
hancement of friendship between 
the Chinese and the American peo- 
ples, and hence the promotion of 
the material interests of both. 

It is with this last object in view 
that the Chinese Government re- 
quests the American Government 
to enter into immediate discussions 
with authorized representatives of 
the Chinese Government for mak- 


ing the necessary arrangement 
whereby extraterritoriality in 
China will be abolished, to the 


mutual satisfaction of both govern- 
ments. 

I avail myself of this opportunity 
to renew to your Excellency the as- 
surance of my highest considera- 
tion.

a feeling of humiliation and the 
sense of resentment which have 
always caused mutual suspicion 
and the consequent loss of mutual 
confidence, thus undermining the 
very foundations of friendly rela- 
tions and not infrequently giving 
rise to complications and conflicts. 

Such conflicts and complications 
could be easily avoided were there 
none of those special privileges. In 
this connection it may be pointed 
out that toward nationals of-cer- 
tain countries who have lost their 
extraterritorial privileges and have 
submitted to the jurisdiction of 
China the Chinese people enter- 
tain the most friendly feelings, 
and repose in them great confi- 
dence, a valuable asset it will be 
admitted, in the intercourse, com- 
mercial or otherwise, of any two 
peoples. 


Bitterness Augmented. 


Such marked difference in the 
relations between the Chinese and 
the nationals of extraterritorial 
powers on the one hand and those 
between the Chinese and _ the 
nationals of non-extraterritorial 
powers on the other, will, as long 
as the extraterritorial system is 
retained, become more and more 
pronounced, and much as the Chi- 
nese Government may try to dis- 
countenance this difference of at- 
titude on the part of its citizens, 
it will not be within its powers to 
contro] the natural expression of 
their feelings. 

In the event, however, of Ameri- 
can citizens relinquishing their 
extraterritorial privilege, they may 
rest assured that they will enjo 
the same confidence of the Chi 
nese people and hence the same 
material benefits as the nationals 
of non-extraterritorial powers.

Election of Judges. 


| Special provisions for court mem- 
bers who are not League members 
to participate in the election of 
judges was made as a result of a 
request by Brazil, which pointed out 
that all the World Court judges 
would be up for election at the next 
Assembly. The amendment to Article 
IV, which was adopted, says the 
conditions under which such States 
may participate in the elections 
‘‘shall, in the absence of any special 
agreement on the subject, be laid 
down by the Assembly on proposal 
by the Council.’”’ 

In explaining the procedure in sub- 
mitting three proctocols to the United 
States, the report of the conference 
says: 

“There could, of course, be no 
question of the United States being 
a party to the unamended statute 
while other States concerned were 
parties to the statute in its amended 
form.”’ 

The report expresses the hope that 
the United States will sign and ratify 
all three protocols, adding that it is 
‘possible for the United States, at 
the moment when it signs the pro- 
tocol] dealing with its reservation, to 
sign also the protocol of signatures 
of 1920 and that relating to amend- 
ments, subject to eventual entry into 
force of the first-mentioned agree- 
ment.”’

Colonel Henderson told the direc- 
tors that the service had been discon- 
tinued only in order that all the com- 
pany’s planes could engage in the 
search for the lost ship and that the 
company’s mechanics could service 
the ships so engaged.

When women were beginning their 
struggle for political, social and eco- 
nomic freedom they complained of 
opposition they met from men. 
Sometimes they were greeted with |

| credulity. Now they present a living 
answer to the former disbelief in 
their ability to vote as intelligently 
as men, to earn a living and to man- 
‘age their lives in their own, way. 
They are in a position to do a little 
justifiable boasting. Men who have 
had the opportunity to see them at 

their best in their new rdéle are in- 
clined to hand them bouquets. In 
his concluding article in The Satur- 
day Evening Post former Governor 
SMITH praises women in public life, 
recalls happily the numerous ap- 
pointments of them he had made, 
and declares that women are just 
as interested and intelligent about 
| government as men. In his judg- 
ment, equal suffrage was a big step 
forward. 

It is surprising and somewhat dis- 
appointing to find that many women 
are recanting. Almost any magazine 
one picks up contains a story, an 
anonymous account of some woman's 
| disillusion, or an article by a shrewd 
observer in which the current dis- 
satisfaction is reflected. The total 
impression made by these writings 
is not pleasant. They give one the 
sense of childish disappointment—as 
if a promised party had not yielded 
the expected fun. In sum, they 
say, Here we are, voting and going 
about alone if we like, and, most im- 
portant of all, earning our own liv- 
ing; but we are not being treated 
right.

New Prison in Nassau Urged. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 12.—A recommen- 
dation that Nassau County officials 
at once take steps to provide a new 
penitentiary on a large farm so that 
its increasing number of prisoners 
may not be maintained in idleness 
is the chief feature of a report pre- 
pared by John 8S. Kennedy, a Com- 
missioner of Correction, and just ap 
proved by the commission. The 
county of Nassau, he points out, has 
a population of nearly a half-million 
and is rich. It keeps many of its 
prisoners in the county jail at Min- 
eola in idleness, the dangers of 
which he points out in his report 
The county furnishes only six acres 
on which the prisoners are em- 
ployed 


Commissioner Kennedy states that 


the county is now sending some of 
its time prisoners to Westchester 
County Penitentiary and paying for 


their keep, while the county of West- 


chester is making money off these 
prisoners “A penitentiary here,” 
the repdrt states, ‘‘could raise food 


for all of the county institutions, set 
up shops which manufacture a num 
ber of county necessities which the 
officials are now compelled to pur- 
chase outside.”’ 

Commissioner Kennedy says that 
there is considerable overcrowding 
at the Nassau County jail and that 
seven of the fourteen new cells 
which were ordered some time ago 
are not being used because they have 
not as been officially accepted 
from the contractor He urges that 
they be put into service as s00N As

Western Institutions Are Said to 
Have Agreed to Surrender 
Cash to Victims of Fraud. 


EVIDENCE ON THE WAY HERE 


Six or More Persons Also Expected 
to Arrive on Monday for Grand 
Jury Hearing. 





While the Federal Investigation of 
the $500,000 bank swindle perpetrated 
by Charles Delos Waggoner, Tel- 
luride (Col.) banker, marked time 


yesterday, a committee representing 
the six defrauded New York banks 
began negotiations for the restora- 
tion of the credit obtained from 
them by means of fraudulent tele- 
rams written in the American 
ankers’ Association's code. The 
committee was said to have been in- 
formed that the Colorado bankers 
now in charge of Waggoner's Tel- 
luride bank have no intention of re- 
taining any money thus fraudulently 
obtained. D. C. Borden of the Na- 
tional City Bank is head of this com- 
mittee 

Despite statements of attorneys 
about ‘‘legal entanglements’’ stand- 
ing between the victimized banks 
and the return of the credit granted 
to Waggoner, and in the face of re- 
ports from the West that Waggoner 
may have committed the ‘perfect 
financial crime,’’ the bankers seemed 
to feel that they would lose nothing. 
The First National Bank of Pueblo, 
Col., and the Continental Bank of 
Salt Lake City, Utah, both of which 
received some of the funds to meet 
debts owed by Waggoner and his 
bank, are reported to have agreed 
to surrender voluntarily the certified 
checks which Waggoner obtained 
fraudulently and turned over to 
them. 


Evidence Due Here Monday. 


The Federal investigation here has 
been stopped temporarily only be- 
cause the grand jury has heard all 
the evidence available from persons 
and documents now In New York, 
and is awaiting the expected arrival 


on Monday of six or more persons 
and documentary evidence from the 
West. 

Preston T. McAvoy, District Attor- 
ney of Weston County, Wyo., who 
had notified United States Attorney 
Tuttle that Waggoner had made a 
full confession, wired yesterday that 
Wacvoner ‘‘hesitates’’ to sign that 
statement. Mr. McAvoy’s latest tele- 
gram read: 

“Have every positive statement of 
Waggoner transcribed. Bank code, 
four pocket memoranda and all 
documents he had secure in posses- 
sion sheriff's office. Checked every 
telephone, letter, telegram and inter- 
view. Statement not yet signed. 
Am leaving one-day check-up Albany 
Hotel, Denver. He hesitates sign- 
ing.’””

Miss Margaret 
Jones, a niece of Waggoner, accord- 
ing to Mr. Tuttle, has been sub- 
poenaed to appear here because she 
is believed to have had a part in 
the sending of some or all of these 
telegrams. Miss Frances Carlson, 18- 
year-old clerk in Waggoner’s bank, 
was subpoenaed because she is be- 
lieved to know about the sending of 
the telegrams, although she took no 
part In it, Mr. Tuttle declared. 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Emanuel G. Kleid, who is also work- 
ing on the Waggoner case, said that 
the witnesses could not reach here 
before Monday because Telluride 
had such poor transit connections

FINDS BAD BUILDING 
A PERIL IN BRONX 


Deegan Advocates Law to Curb 
Improper Construction of 
Tenement Houses. 








PERMITS SHOW SHARP DROP 





He Lays Decline te Racketeering 
Inquiry and Loan Cut Due te 
Use of Funds in Wail St. 


More rigid inspection in the con- 
struction of modern tenement houses 
and the use of metal instead of wood 
laths throughout such bulldings was 


urged yesterday by William F. Dee-| 


gan, Tenement House Commissioner, 
at a luncheon of the Bronx Chamber 
of Commerce in the Concourse Plaza 
Hotel. 

Mr. Deegan told of “improper 
workmanship and lack of proper su- 
pervision”’ he had found in tenements 
built during the past few years, 
whieh, he said, had caused such 
structures to shrink and crack, with 
falling plaster menacing the occu- 
pants. In some buildings, he said, 
he had discovered beams which had 
a bearing of only one inch on the 
upright supports. 

He said he would like to see a 
regulation written into the law 
whereby metal laths would be used 
entirely, and condemned wood laths 
as a serious fire hazard. Speaking 
specifically of Bronx County, the 
commissioner asserted that the 
cent situation concerning tenement 
house construction was ‘‘critical.”’ 

During the past two weeks, Mr. 
Deegan declared, plans for only two 
new tenement houses, representing a 
total expenditure of $80,000, had been 
filed with his department, whereas 
during normal periods the plans for 
such buildings in the Bronx each 
week involve expenditures of from 
$100,000 to $200,000. 

Building Loans Cut. 


The decrease in tenement house 
construction in the Bronx was at- 
tributed by Mr. Deegan to a curtail- 
ment of loans to builders. The loan 
companies, he asserted, are now put- 
ting their money into Wall Street. 
He added, however, that ‘‘perhaps 
District Attorney McGeehan's inves- 
tigation of racketeering has had 
something to do with it.” 

He also noted that a recent investi- 
gation of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters had shown that in 
seme instances an eight to one con- 


crete mixture was being used when 
requirements call for a mixture of 
three parts of sand and gravel to one 


of cement. 
Discussing the recent fires in tene- 


ment houses, allegedly due to arson 
and racketeering, Mr. Deegan said 
he made it a practice to attend every 


fire. 
Tells of Illegal Shop Fights. 
He described his campaign against 


illegally located shops in residential : 


districts. In some residence zones, 
he said, manicurists’ shops had been 
found employing as many as five 
workers, and dressmaking establish- 
ments with several machines and as 
many as 400 filmy dresses hanging 
on the walls. He had no complaint 
to making of sewing in such places 
where there was only one machine, 


but said he concentrated upon places |

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Apfpllica- 
tions have been filed with the Radio 
Commission by Press Wireless, Inc 
a public utility corporation formed 
by newspapers, to take over the 
frequencies assigned to the press of 
the country and to construct twenty- 
six radio stations in various parts of 
the United States. 

In some cities two stations would 
be erected to take care of both trans- 
oceanic and continental traffic. The 
oceanic waves have already been al- 
located to the company but the con- 
tinental are ‘‘held in reserve for the 


press’’ pending further action by the 
commission. 

Each of the stations would have 
10,000 watts power Two stations 
would be constructed in each of the 
following places: Little Neck, N. Y 
New Orleans, Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Washington, D 
C., and Newton Upper Falls, Mass., 
and one each at Cleveland, Detroit, 
Philadelphia, Atlanta, Dallas, Miami 
Memphis, Tenn., Kansas City, Mo 
Minneapolis, Denver, Seattle, Wash., 
and Salt Lake City. 

Radio Corporation of America 
Communications, Inc., a subsidiary 
of the Radio Corporation of America, 
has asked for a license for a station 
that would be known as WAZ, at 
New Brunswick, N. J., to operate 
with 80,000 watts power on 14,920 
kilocycles. The station, which would 
be devoted to international message 
service. would be one of the largest 
short-wave units in the country. 

Charles G. Unger of station WCGU- 
WBBC, Brooklyn, conferred today 
with Commissioner Starbuck of the 
first zone upon the possibility of get 
ting a better frequency assignment 
It now operates with 500 watts 
power on 1,400 kilocycles.

Reserve Board Moves to Keep It Near Par || 


Spectal to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Due to 
complaints from many interests in 
Canada that Canadian bank bills are 
accepted in many parts of the United 
States only at discounts ranging 
from 3 to 15 per cent, the Federal 
Board and Department of 
Commerce have undertaken to work 
a plan that will assure accep- 
tance of Dominion currency practi- 
cally at par. 

The first suggestion to be con- 
sidered by the Federal Reserve offi- 
cials was that Federal Reserve 
branches should announce that Ca- 
nadian bank notes would be accepted 
at current rates of exchange. his 
plan, however, was thought open to 
the objection that it might lead to 
unrestricted circulation of Canadian 
currency on a basis of equality with 
American currency. 

It was then decided that banks 
throughout the country, and particu- 
larly those near the Canadian border, 
should be informed that Federal Re- 
serve branch banks would exchange 
American currency for Canadian at 
the prevailing discount rate, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank bearing the cost 
of transit. 

Inasmuch as Canadian exchange 
has been only slightly below par dur- 
ing recent years, this means that 
Canadian currency, so long as the 
exchange rate is maintained, will be 
accepted at only slightly less than 
its face value. 

Federal Reserve officials estimate 
the amount of Canadian currency 
proffered in the United States at 
more than $75,000,000 annually, most- 
ly along the border.

one, is not entirely clear to govern- 
ment experts here. It is pointed out 
that American tourists in Canada 
spend about $237,000,000 a year, 
while Canadians spend about $85,-

to even up the exchange, though 
there naturally is a seasonal fluctus- 
tion due to crop movements. 

Normal correction of exchange 
rates is interfered with, it is stated, 
by the argeement among Canadian 
bankers not to import gold from the 
United States, a process which is 
very economical from points as ad- 
jacent as Buffalo and Detroit or even 
New York City. 

The explanation of the apparent 
drain of a considerable volume of 
Canadian exchange, it is believed by 
experts here, lies in the fact that a 
good deal of Canadian capital has of 
recent years been attracted to New 
York. This flow of capital to Wall 
Street consists partly in large Cana-— 
dian investment in American securi- 
ties. 

Such speculation and investment, 
it is pointed out, has always been 
considerable, and since the war has 
increased by leaps and bounds, so 
that brokerage offices, with direct 
wire connections with New York and 
Chicago, and Western Union ticker 
service, are almost as prevalent in 
Canada as in the United States.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 12 ().—Six 
per cent more workers were holding 
factory jobs during August this year 
than in the same month last year, | 
according to a report by Frances 
Perkins, Industrial Commissioner, 
made public today.

HELD PROSPERITY AID 





America Has Outstripped World 


in Cost Finding Methods, Con- 


vention Here Is Told. 





The United States has made far 
greater strides in perfecting cost ac- 
counting procedures, and much of 
the success of American industry 
may be traced directly to the ac- 
curate knowledge of costs that is 
constantly available to the business 
executive, it was brought out at yes- 
terday’s session of the International 
Congress on Accounting at the Hotel 
Commodore. 

The discussions following the read- 
ing of papers on cost accounting 
were devoted primarily to the prog- 


ress that has been made in that field 
in the past three years. Reports 
were read by European delegates. 


Charles R. Stevenson, past presi- 
dent National Association of Cost 
Accountants, In a paper entitled 


“Cost Accounting, Its Place and In- 
fluence in Modern Industry,’’ traced 
the evolution and development of 
cost accounting from its beginning, 
when the determination of costs was 
primarily to set selling prices. He 
brought the facts up to the day, 
when, he asserted, costs and other 
statistical data, ‘‘intelligently com- 
piled, religiously used and coopera- 
tively interpreted, pecome the basis 
of so much stimulating action that 
its influence becomes boundless.”’ 

There is a real need for improving 
accuracy of ‘“‘burden accounting,”’ 
Walter S. Gee, vice president of the 
national association, declared in a 
paper entitled ‘‘Cost Accounting for 
Burden,"’ which he described as ‘‘the 
time required in manufacturing an 
article and the time the use of plant 
facilities are needed.”’
